School Boys Take Part. 

The boys of the schools of Atlanta, 
both public and private, who also par- 
icipated in the parade, and who were 
iven an opportunity to meet and fra- 
ernize with their confreres from the 
arm, were equally enthusiastic. It 
as a glorious day for all of them.

TRinly veiled charges of “graft” 
in the city electrical department are 
aimed at Superintendent R. C. Turner 
in a-petition filed by the Cotton States 
Btectric company vesterday afternoon. 

Aldine Chambers, ex-city councll- 
man, brought the charges for the Cot- 
ton States corporation. He gays that 
he anticipates no trouble in the mat- 
of verifying his statements, and 
seek Turner’s impeachment. Carl 
an ex-councilman, is 
Attorney Chambers in 
the prosecuticn of Turner. The city 
board of electrical control and_= the 
electric light committee of council have 
been consolidated under a resolution of 
council ‘to make the investigation. 
Councilman Clarence Haverty is chair- 
man of the committee. 

Turner’s aceusers assert that he is 
persecuting the Cotton States Electric 
out of prejudice because the 
corporation withdrew from the Elec- 
trical Contractors’ association. They 
also charge that Turner is under finan- 
cial obligations tc’ the association; that 
Turner has used his office to “force 
loans’ from members of the associa- 
tion, and thatehe appointed members 
of the association as electrical exam- 
iners,

Both Sides Hot. 

At the preliminary hearing before 
the joint committee Thursday after- 
noon intense feeling was evidenced on 
both sides. Carl Hutcheson appeared 
as attorney for the city electrician, 
and in a sharp collequy with Attorney 
Chambers he intimated that he would 
lay bare some facts relating to an 
asphalt trust in Atlanta. 

Hutchesotmirected his remarks at 
Attorney Chambers, Chambers made 
to the imnuendo.

Chief W. B. Cummings, of the fire 
department, who is a member of the 
board of electrical control, asked to 
be excused from serving, explaining 
that he did not believe it proper for 
him to serve cn the committee on 
account of being at the head of a de- 
partment closely allied with the elec- 
trical affairs of the city. 

The committee will probably meet 
Monday afternoon to begin the exam- 
Ination of witnesses. Attorney Cham- 
bers intimated that there would prob- 
ably be more than a hundred wit- 
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nesses summoned to get at the truth 
about Turner's department.

“MEN HIGHERIP” 
IN THE RAFT NET 


Treasurer of N. Y. Demo- 
cratic State Committee In- 
dicted for Receiving Con- 
tributions From. Corpora- 
tions. 


New York, December 4.—Arthur A. 
McLean. treasurer of the democratic 
state committee; was indicted this aft- 
ernoon on two counts for receiving 
‘ampaign contributions for corpora- 
tions. 

Everett P. of Kingston, the 
alleged Tammany “bagman,” already 
under indictment for extortion, was 
again indicted, charged with soliciting 
a campaign contribution from a cor- 
poration. 

The indictment of McLean makes the 
third growing out of the district at- 
torney’s investigation of John A. Hen- 
nessy’s charges of graft in the state 
highway department. The first count 
against McLean, whose home is in 
Newburg, was based chiefly on the 
testimony of Mathew V. Alstyne, of 
Albany, an officer of the Shaughnessy 
Construction company, who testified 
that he had sent a campaign contri- 
bution of $1,000 in the form of a 
bank draft to McLean in October, 1912, 
and received therefor McLean's re- 
ceipt. The other count was based on 
testimony of Harold V. Owens, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Dale Engi- 
neering Company-of-Utica, that in the 
same month he had sent a check for 
$400 to McLean as a campaign contri- 
bution for iis corporation. 

Solicited Contributions. 


The new indictment against Fowler 
was based on Owens’ testimony that 
Fowler had solicited him for the con- 
tribution. Under the state laws either 
the solicitation or the acceptance of 
a campaign contribution from a cor- 
poration is a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a year’s imprisonment and a fine 
of $1,000. No warrant was issued for 
McLean's arrest. It was understood 
he would be given an opportunity to 
surrender. 

Corroborative evidence in the “Van 
Alstyne count was introduced before 
the jury in the form of the original 
of the $1,000 draft and the postoffice 
registry receipt for the letter in which 
it was inclosed, signed by E. J. Burke, 
a messenger in the employ of'the dem- 
ocratic state committee. Burke was 
among the witnesses, as were also of- 
ficials of banks in NewYork and 
Albany, through which the draft pass- 
ed, and ‘employee of the state highway 
department. 

Cancelled Check Shown. 

The cancelled check of the Dale 
Engineering company, indorsed with 
McLean's signature, was a part of the 
corroborative evidence introduced in 
support of the second count. 

The grand jury did not have time 
today to hear all the witnesses in tne 
case of Thomas Hassett, former sec- 
retary to State Engineer’  Bencel, 
charged with having solicited a bribe 
from Madison R. Aldrich, a Pough- 
keepsie contractor. 

All the witnesses called to testify 
against Hassett were subpoenaed to 
return tomorrow. ‘The’ district attor- 
ney's John Doe inquiry, at which the 
evidence against -those now under in- 
dictment was originally brought out, 
also will.be resumed tomorrow. More 
contractors are expected ‘to testify us 
to having been “sandbagged for cam- 
paign contributions,” < - ;

WORTH ONE DOLLAR| 


_New York, December _4.—It_costs_39 
cents to distribute $1 worth of food 
in this city. The bureau of food sup- 
ply. of the New York Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor 
has been conducting a cost of living 
inquiry,.and today made seit re- 
port showing that 61 cents represents 
the cost of the food on its arrival at 
the terminal markets here, while the 
rest of the consumer's dollar is di- 
vided between wholesaler and retailer 
in the process of getting the food to 
the consumer's kitchen. 

“Every consumer,” said Bailey B. 
Burrett, who directed the inquiry, “is 
amazed at the constantly diminishing 
quantity of food that his dollar brings 
to him, and every producer is equally 
amazed at the small proportion of the 
consumer's dollar that finds its way 
into his pockets.”

Just 19 Years Ago Villa Fled 
From Chihuahua and Be- 
came Bandit Because of 
Trouble With Mexican 
Army Officers.

Villa Ahumada, Mexico, December 4. 
Fifty-five hundred rebels, forming the 
nucleus of the army with which Gen- 
eral Francisco Villa says he will march 


{to Mexico City to overthrow the Huerta 


dictatorship, were to enter Chihuahua 
City, the state capital, tonight. 
It is in this city that Villa, now in 
supreme command of the military 
forces of the revolution, said he would 
gather about whim 10,000 men to start 
south by way of Torreon and Zacatecas 
to Mexico City. The report that Zacate- 
cas, with 30,000 population and the 
capital of a rich mining district, al- 
ready was being attacked indicated 
that the rebels to the south were in 
great numbers. Scattered bands of reb- 
als, ranging each from a few hundred. 
to several thousand, are to be impress- 
ed into the main army, according to 
Villa’s plan to have at least 20,000 men 
when he reaches the'‘high plateau lead- 
ing to the capital of the republic. 
‘Rebels Well Equipped. 

Already equipped with machine guns; 
artillery and millions of rounds of am- 
munition by his victories in the north, 
Villa said he was no longer hampered 
by inability to get arrhs from foreign 
sources, but could readily obtain them 
from the federals, who are reported in 
the few remaining northern strong- 
holds to be ready to evacuate. The 
defeat of the. federals in their retreat 
from Juarez is. known to have placed 
great quantities of arms in the hands 
of the rebels. ees ot

Villa Turned Bandit Years Ago. 

It was from Chihuahua that Villa, 
19 years ago, adopted the career of a 
bandit bécause he was ordered arrested 
on a charge of having killed an army 
officer. When he arrives there not only 
Villa himself but also the men who 
rallied around him will occupy the 
quarters of federal officials who sought 
him as an outlaw. 

Before leaving Chihuanua the federal 
general Mercado, at the request of the 
United States consul Marion Letcher 
and other consuls, left 200 soldiers for 
police duty, the promise being that the 
rebels on entering the city would not 
molest these men. The federal police 
took fright at the rebel approach 
and fled. The consuls then prevailed 
upon citizens to do the policing. 


MEXICAN REFUGEES 
ARE NEARING BORDER 


Marfa, Texas, December 4.—Five days 
on a desert without any more food or 
water than they could carry with them, 
the refugees from Chihuhua city, 
evacuated by the federals, were today 
within a few miles of Ojinaga, on the 
border opposite Presidio, Texas. United 
States customs and immigration in- 
spectors left Marfa to meet the refu- 
gees in the expectation that they would 
cross the border, and also to méet any 
contingency that might arise in event 
that any of the Mexican federal army 
officers should seek safety in this 
country:

paign in January to Begin 
Half-Million-Dollar Insti- 
tution. 


Plans to erect a $500,000 Baptist hos- 
pital in Atlanta, which will be the 
equal of the Johns Hopkins hospital in 
Baltimore, were laid yesterday after- 
noon at a dinner at the Winecoff, 
where a number of leading Baptists of 
the state discussed the project. 


On January 15, of the coming year, 
a campaign will be started to raise 
$100,000 in Atlanta and to raise an 
equal amount among Baptists else- 
From this nucleus the Bap- 
tists intend to erect their first build- 
ing. , 

The present Baptist hospital in At- 
lanta is the one purchased by the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention.

The “big business” of Georgia, including 
the railroads, the public service and other 
corporations, have a definite stake in the 
success of the Georgia State Chamber of 
Commerce. The success of that organiza- 
tion is wholly dependent upon proper and 
quick financing. 

Every carrier that hauls a passenger Or 
a pound of freight is interested in increasing 
the number of passengers to be hauled and 
the volume of traffic to be handled. The 
chamber of commerce promises to secure 
results in both directions, by increasing 
Georgia's industrial and commercial army, 
by planting more factories and by increasing 
farm products. 

The same basic principle applies to the 
connection between the organization and 
corporations other than railroads and busi- 
ness interests generally in Georgia.

There remains in the melancholy City of 
Mexico at least one individual with a sense 
of humor that is Rabaleisian where it is not 
truly diabolic.

The most interesting story, related of 
Robert Bruce, the Scotch patriot, aside from 
that of the spider and its industry, is the 
disposition of his heart. Bruce's life was s0 
filled with romance, that it was but natural 
that it should contain something romantic in 
its ending. As the Scotch hero lay on his 
death=bed in 1329 he entreated Sir James 
Douglas. his dear and trusted friend, to carry 
his heart tu Jerusalem, because he had not, 
on account of his war with England, been 
able to fulfil a vow which he had made to 
assist in the crusade. 

Sir James, weeping exceedingly, it is said, 
vowed on the honor of ‘a knight, faithfully 
to discharge the trust reposed in him. After 
the king’s death his heart was taken from 
his body, embalmed, and enclosed in a silver 
case which, by a chain, Douglas suspended to 
his neck, and then, having provided a suit- 
able retinue to attend him, he departed for 
the Holy Land. 

On reaching Spain Douglas found the 
king of Castle hotly engaged in war with 
the Moors, and thinking any contest with 
Saracens consistent with his vow, he joined 
the Spaniards in a battle against the Moors, 
but ignorant of their mode of fighting, was 
soon surrounded by horsemen, so that es- 
cape was impossible. 

In desperation Douglas took the precious 
heart from his neck, and threw it before him, 
Shouting aloud: “Pass on as thou were wont; 
I will follow or die.” He followed and was 
immediately struck to the earth. His dead 
body was found after the battle lying over 
the heart of Bruce. It was carried away by 
his friends and honorably buried in his own 
church of St. Bride at Douglas. 

Bruce's heart, it is said, was entrusted to 
the charge of Sir Simon Locard of Lee, -who 
bore it back to Scotland aud deposited it be- 
neath the altar in Melrose abbey, where, 
perhaps, it still remains. No one is abso- 
lutely sure of it and by many persons it is 
believed that the entire story of its discov- 
ery in the battlefield and its conveyance back 
to Scotland is false. 

On account of the heart incident Sir Simon 
changed his name from Locard to Lockheart 
and bore in his arms a heart within a fetter- 
lock, with the motto “Corda serrata pando.” 
From the same incident the Douglases bear 
a human heart, Imperially crowned, and have 
in their possession an ancient sword, em-

To make 
it cut six oranges in small bits and mix with 
half a can of shredded pineapple. Run a cup 
of English walnuts through the food chopper 
and*add them with a cup of chopped apples. 
Bananas and seeded malaga grapes may be 
used also if an elaborate salad jis desired. 
Sprinkle this mixture with four tablespoons 
of lemon juice and place on ice while making 
the dressing. Cut about sixteen marshmal- 
lows in quarters and pour a cup of hot cherry 
juice over them. This fruit juice may be 
had from any confectioner if you did not 
bottle any cherries last*season for such 
uses. Have a pint’ of cream whipped stiff 
and beat the fruit and dissolved marshmal- 
low into it. Chill and pour over the fruit 
salad. 

An ordinary cup of cocoa is transformed 
into a foamy inviting beverage if a few 
marshmallows are added to it after it is 
made and just before it is poured out.

PARCEL POST STAT 
OPENED NEAR TERMINAL 


Handling of Packages Will Be 
Greatly Facilitated by 
New Office. | 


The Atlanta Terminal railway post- 
office, a creation:of Postmaster Jones, 
Was opened yesterday morning at 7 
o'clock at 46 West Hunter street, near 
Madison avenue, within two blocks of 
the Terminal station. 

The entire first floor of the building, 
00 feet wide and 150 deep, has been 
converted into a typical postoffice mail- 
ing room, equipped with mailing cases, 
racks for mail pouches and every 
modern conventence known to accel- 


erate the rapid and correct handling of 
mails—especially the parcel post mail 

It was for quick and easy handling | 
of the parcel post mail especially that | 
Postmaster Jones devised and urged 
upon the postmaster general a terminal] 
postal station. The suggestion was 
somewhat a novelty in postal work | 
when Atlanta's postmaster presented 
his ideas and plans to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson, but so complete and ap- 
parently easy and sure were his plans | 
when presented to the department that 
he was at once directed to make the in- 
novation in the national postal system. 

Will Relieve Main Office. 

Designed for handling parcel 
nail alone, except “stuck mail” of first- 
class passing through Atlanta, the 
Terminal postal station will relieve 
the Atlanta main postoffice of the par- 
cel post work in every way except its 
receipt from the sender. 

As in the past all parce] 
going out of Atlanta will 
at the main office, whence 
sent every hour to the Terminal postal 
station to be handled exclusively by the 
clerks there working. At the 
Terminal postal station the parcels will 
be pouched and delivered to the postal 
car next leaving the city. 

Helps Railway Mail Clerks, 

“As it looks now, the plan has passed 
its experimental] stage, even though in- 
augurated today.” said one of the old- 
est railway mail men in the south. 
“Postmaster Jones is proving a live- 
wire in handling mail matter and this 
one innovation in the south is enough 
of itself alone to prove his worth. It 
will be closely watched by all the serv- 
ice in the south and is sure to be fol- 
lowed by other southern cities.

Washington, December 4.—The van 
guard of an army of boys and girls 
who are doing their share ‘to further 
the “stay on the tarm”’ movement, have 
arrived in Washington. The party num- 
bers about 1,200. They came. from 
Ohio, where they won the trip as re- 
ward for the excellence of ‘the corn 
grown by the boys and the baking 
done by the girls. 

Secretary Bryan, who addressed the 
boys and girls at Continental hall last 
night, said he was kept busy lecturing 
to keep qa little form in Kansas running. 
At the same time he declared that the 
farm was the future of.the young man 
and that it offered greater opportuni- 
ties than any other vocation. He went 
on to say that his ‘Kansas farm was 
in the nature of a sinking fund and 
that ultimately he expected to get mor 
out of it than he put in. 

Youngsters From South. 

Next week representatives of 
and girls’ clubs in other states 
reach the national capital on a sight- 
seeing trip. There will be a champion 
member of boys’ corn clubs from each 
of the southern states; champions from 
girls’ canning clubs frem_ southern, 
western and northern states, and girls’ 
and boys’ potato clubs in Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, Utah, Iowa and Michigan.
